Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  1947. 


To  The  Governors, 

The  Board  of  Management  submits  to  the  Governors  the  One 
Hundred  and  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Infirmary. 

* 

The  passing  of  1947  marks  the  termination  of  the  last  full  year 
of  the  present  form  of  Hospital  administration,  for  July  5th,  1948,  has 
been  named  as  the  Appointed  Day  upon  which  the  ownership  and 
management  of  Hospital  services  will  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  State. 
It  is  therefore  with  feelings  not  unmixed  with  regret  that  your  Board 
comments  on  the  work  which  has  been  done  over  the  past  twelve 
months. 

The  economic  position  with  which  the  country  continues  to  be 
faced  has  meant  that  there  can  be  little  easing  of  controls  and 
restrictions  and,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  made  by  your  various  Committees, 
the  tasks  of  rejuvenating  and  improving  many  of  the  Hospital  services 
are  fraught  with  delays  which  we  are  powerless  to  overcome. 

Recruitment  to  the  Nursing  Staff  still  takes  place  at  a  rate  below 
requirements.  Indeed,  one  large  Ward  has  had  to  remain  closed  for 
many  months  due  to  shortage  of  this  essential  Staff.  The  Board 
readily  agreed  to  a  suggestion  by  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  that 
Student  Nurse  entrants  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  should  receive  their 
preliminary  training  lectures  at  the  Infirmary’s  Preliminary  Training 
School.  The  system  is  working  smoothly  and  your  Board  is  glad  of 
this  opportunity  to  give  practical  help.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  the  number  of  patients  awaiting  in-patient 
treatment  rose  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  over  the  thousand  mark. 
Discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  Corporation  on  the  best  method 
to  use  all  available  accommodation  but  the  Authority  is  confronted 
by  the  same  difficulties  as  your  Board  and  a  solution  which  will  give 
immediate  results  is  yet  to  be  found. 

Early  in  the  year  your  Board  was  shocked  at  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  A.  Latimer  Walker  who,  it  had  been  hoped,  would  have  been 
spared  for  many  years  to  enjoy  his  retirement  from  August,  1946.

His  devotion  to  the  Infirmary  and  its  work  was  always  an  inspiration. 
The  passing  of  another  old  friend  was  recorded  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  W.  H.  Hey  wood,  whose  association  with  the  Hospital  had  been 
maintained  from  1922,  in  which  year  he  and  his  wife  presented  to  the 
Hospital  the  Nurses’  Home  bearing  his  name.  Due  to  a  protracted 
illness,  Mr.  W.  K.  B.  Broadbent  felt  he  should  resign  from  the  Office 
of  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee — a  position  he  had  held  for 
many  years.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  extreme  regret,  but 
we  are  not  to  lose  Mr.  Broadbent’s  services  altogether  for  the  Board 
has  appointed  him  along  with  Mr.  Lawrence  Crowther  and  Mr.  Arnold 
Mellor,  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  list  of  General  Trustees. 

Following  the  Board’s  decision  to  appoint  an  Honorary  Assistant 
Surgeon,  the  Elective  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  January,  appointed 
to  the  Office,  Mr.  F.  W.  Shepherd,  M.A.,  B.Sc.,  M.D.,  B.Chir., 
F.R.C.S.  (Eng.),  L.R.C.P.  (Lond.).  The  resignation  of  Mr.  Frank 
Lodge,  Honorary  Dentist,  who  has  left  the  district  to  live  in  retirement, 
was  followed  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Scholes,  B.Ch.D.,  L.D.S., 
to  succeed  him  in  the  Office. 


WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  all  Departments  of  the  Infirmary 
was  42,250,  an  increase  of  3,501  over  the  figure  for  1946.  In-patients 
totalled  4,538  and  Out-patients  37,712.  The  number  of  beds  equipped 
was  302,  but  of  these  an  average  of  269  was  available  owing  to  temporary 
closing  of  Wards  for  infectious  diseases,  etc.,  and  the  long  period  during 
which  one  Ward  has  had  to  be  closed  due  to  shortage  of  Nursing  Staff. 
The  average  number  of  beds  occupied,  daily  was  219.4  and  the  average 
number  of  days  each  patient  was  resident  was  17.64.  Deaths 
occurring  from  all  causes  during  the  year  totalled  308,  but  of  this  number 
88  took  place  within  48  hours  of  admission.  The  percentage  of  deaths 
to  the  total  number  of  in-patients  was  6.79,  but  deducting  those  deaths 
occurring  within  48  hours,  the  percentage  was  reduced  to  4.85. 

In  the  Physiotherapy  Department  112,901  treatments  were  given 
compared  with  113,209  during  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
patients  totalled  4,201  and  the  attendances  were  84,356.  In  the 
X-Ray  Department  12,749  X-Ray  examinations  were  made  involving 
the  use  of  30,228  films  and  2,452  barium  and  other  special  investigations. 
In  the  Therapy  Department  626  patients  made  3,344  attendances  and 
9,432  treatments  were  given.  In  the  Pathological  Department  the 
total  number  of  specimens  examined  was  20,119  and  the  Pathologist 
conducted  166  Post  Mortem  examinations.  In  addition  he  examined 
4,024  specimens  for  the  Dewsbury  and  District  General  Infirmary  and 
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1,155  for  the  Batley  General  Hospital  under  the  arrangement  with 
these  Hospitals.

FINANCIAL. 

General. 

The  income  and  expenditure  account  for  the  year  shews  an  adverse 
balance  of  £53,022  3s.  4d.  compared  with  the  previous  year’s  adverse 
balance  of  £31,415  11s.  4d.  Whilst  income  has  maintained  a  steady 
level,  expenditure  has  again  risen  sharply.  Ihe  Board  has  little  control 
over  most  items  of  expenditure,  purchase  tax  and  ever-rising  cost  of 
materials,  coupled  with  the  implementing  of  nationally  negotiated 
rates  of  salaries  and  wages  being  some  of  the  conditions  which  must 
be  accepted.  In  order  to  save  heavy  overdraft  charges  at  the  Bank, 
over  £45,000  worth  of  General  Purposes  investments  have  been  realised 
during  the  twelve  months. 

Income. 

The  total  income  was  £64,038  14s.  Od.  as  compared  with 

£64,043  7s.  7d.  for  the  previous  year.  As  was  expected,  the  amount 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  fell  sharply  from  £3,202  18s.  6d. 
in  1946  to  £1,651  11s.  Od.  during  the  year  under  review.  A  most 
gratifying  increase  was,  however,  recorded  from  the  Contributory 
Scheme  with  a  total  of  £29,250  compared  with  £25,920  for  the  previous 
year.  Your  Board  expresses  its  gratitude  for  this  great  effort  during 
the  final  full  year  and  takes  the  opportunity  of  expressing  the  hope 
that  some  avenue  will  be  found  whereby  the  voluntary  efforts  of  those 
who  hitherto  have  so  ably  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Scheme  may 
be  utilised  in  some  equally  satisfying  a  manner. 

Income  from  the  normal  sources  was  commendably  steady.

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During  the  year  32  Pupils  were  admitted  to  the  Preliminary 
Training  School  of  whom  24  passed  forward  to  take  up  their  duties 
in  the  Wards.  Of  the  remainder  three  failed  in  the  Examination  and 
five  terminated  their  training  after  part  of  the  course.  At  the  present 
time  the  number  at  the  Preliminary  Training  School  includes  four 
Male  Students. 

Social  activities  during  the  year  have  been  well  maintained.  The 
summer  period  brought  the  usual  series  of  picnics  which  were  much 
enjoyed,  and  during  the  darker  evenings  handicrafts  continued  to 
hold  their  appeal.  The  Local  Branch  of  the  College  of  Nursing  have 
organised  lectures,  a  Study  Day  when  speakers  from  Manchester  and 
London  were  invited  and  a  Bring  and  Buy  Sale.  The  Ward  and 
Departmental  Sisters’  Group  chose  Sister  Bithell  as  their  representative 
to  go  to  Atlantic  City  for  the  International  Conference  of  Nursing. 
The  Group  held  various  events  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  for  charity.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT,  1947. 

The  work  of  the  Almoner’s  Office,  1947,  has  again  shown  the 
necessity  of  having  a  third  person  to  co-ordinate  the  needs  of  the 
patient  with  the  recommendations  and  treatment  of  the  medical  and 
nursing  staff.  The  doctor  has  not  the  time  to  discuss  with  the  patient 
whether  it  is  possible  for  his  advice  to  be  carried  out,  nor  does  the 
patient  always  find  it  easy  to  explain  to  him  the  difficulties  in  the  way, 
and  therefore  the  Almoner’s  task  is  to  act  as  liaison  officer.  She  must 
interpret  the  recommendations  to  the  patient  and  help  him  to  find  a 
solution  to  the  problems  raised.  It  is  important  that  the  patient  should 
be  encouraged  to  think  for  himself,  and  the  Almoner,  with  her  superior 
knowledge  of  the  social  resources  available,  should  merely  guide  him 
and  on  no  account  attempt  to  make  his  decisions  for  him.  It  is  so 
much  easier  for  her  to  feel  that  she  knows  what  is  the  best  and  to 
make  arrangements  in  this  way,  but  it  cannot  be  stressed  too  often 
that  her  aim  should  be  to  help  the  patient  to  help  himself. 

A  fuller  knowledge  of  the  home  circumstances  may  be  of  assistance 
to  the  doctor  in  his  diagnosis  and  it  is  the  Almoner’s  task  to  supply 
this  when  required.  While  information  will  usually  be  given  in  answer 
to  direct  enquiries  if  the  reason  for  them  is  known,  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  further  details  and  insight  into  relationships,  by  the  way  the 
patient  talks — or  does  not  talk — and  general  conversation  arising  from 
routine  questions  made  for  obvious  administrative  reasons.  If 
necessary,  a  home  visit  may  be  made,  and  a  much  clearer  and  probably 
more  accurate  picture  obtained. 

The  range  of  problems  is,  of  course,  very  varied,  and  extends  from 
a  simple  explanation  of  hospital  routine  or  medical  terminology  to  an 
effort  to  straighten  out  matrimonial  difficulties.  The  all-important 
problem  of  care  of  the  family  while  mother  is  in  hospital  may  mean 
asking  some  of  the  social  agencies  for  assistance,  or  discussing  with  the 
patient  the  possibilities  of  relatives  and  friends  willing  to  help.  The 
question  of  suitable  work,  for  long  considered  relatively  unimportant, 
is  now  given  the  place  it  deserves,  and  leads  to  problems  of  training  for 
new  employment,  consideration  of  suitable  conditions,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  for  light  work,  either  permanent  or  temporary.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  contact  employers  for  time  off  to  attend  for  treatment, 
and  in  any  case  of  regular  attendances  there  may  be  difficulty  over 
fares  or  transport. 

The  provision  of  surgical  appliances  is  another  vital  section  of  the 
work,  and  may  include  the  necessity  of  persuading  the  patient  that  the 
appliance  should  be  worn  regularly,  when  provided,  however  ungainly 
or  uncomfortable  !  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  supply  of  148 
appliances  during  1947  at  a  cost  of  approximately* £520,  of  which  £270 
approximately  only  was  paid  by  the  patients.  In  addition,  78  patients 
were  sent  for  convalescence  at  a  total  cost  of  £440  approximately, 
which  was  borne  mainly  by  the  Contributary  Scheme. 

A  new  venture  in  the  Department  this  year  has  been  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Diversional  Therapy  in  the  wards.  In  a  general  hospital  the 
need  for  this  is  not  so  great  as  in  a  long-term  hospital,  but  there  have 
been  227  patients  in  1947  who  have  been  grateful  for  the  opportunity 
of  filling  in  the  time  by  learning  and  doing  some  sort  of  craftwork,  and 
a  small  number  of  these  have  been  given  work  to  do  as  part  of  their 
treatment,  for  example  to  make  use  of  certain  muscles  or  to  exercise 
their  fingers.  There  have  been  difficulties  of  supply,  especially  in  the 
provision  of  embroidery,  which  is  particularly  popular,  but  leatherwork, 
felt  toys  and  the  making  of  string  bags  and  belts,  etc.,  have  also  had 
their  enthusiastic  adherents.  ' 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  extend  our  grateful  thanks  for  the 
willing  support  of  the  many  outside  bodies,  both  statutory  and 
voluntary,  without  whose  help  we  should  not  have  been  able  to  provide 
this  assistance  so  important  in  the  successful  treatment  of  our  patients.

IN-PATIENTS.  Persons  requiring  treatment  must  attend  the 
Out-patient  Department,  if  able  to  do  so,  and  consult  a  Member  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  who  will,  if  necessary,  make  arrangements 
for  admission.  Those  who  are  too  ill  or  physically  unable  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  arrangement  should  get  their  own  Medical  Adviser 
to  communicate  with  the  Resident  Surgical  Officer,  who  will  arrange 
for  admission  if  necessary. 

On  no  account  should  patients  arrive  at  the  Hospital  (except  in 
the  case  of  accident)  without  having  been  notified  to  do  so. 

OUT-PATIENTS.  Out-patients  must  attend  the  Physician  or 
Surgeon  who  first  received  them  under  his  care,  on  the  day  of 
his  attendance  at  the  Hospital.

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PRIVILEGES  OF 
SUBSCRIBERS  AND  DONORS. 


AN  Annual  Subscription  of  two  guineas  or  more  shall  qualify  the 
subscriber  to  be  a  Governor  during  the  period  for  which  the 
subscription  is  paid. 

The  Clergyman  or  representative  of  any  place  of  worship  wherein 
a  collection  of  not  less  than  four  guineas  is  taken  for  the  Infirmary 
shall  be  a  Governor  for  one  year  following  payment. 

A  Corporate  Body,  Society,  or  other  Collective  Body  subscribing 
not  less  than  five  guineas  annually  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  in 
writing  a  representative  as  a  Governor  during  the  period  for  which 
the  subscription  is  paid. 

A  donor  of  forty  guineas  or  more  at  one  time  shall  be  a  Governor 
for  life. 

A  Testator  who  shall  bequeath  a  sum  of  at  least  one  hundred 
pounds  to  the  Infirmary  may  by  his  Will  nominate  some  person 
to  be  a  Governor  for  life  from  the  date  of  payment  of  the  legacy.  In 
the  absence  of  any  such  nomination  the  Executor  or  Executors  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Management,  nominate  some  person 
to  be  a  Governor  for  life. 

A  Corporate  Body,  Society,  or  other  Collective  Body  making  a 
donation  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  more  at  one  time  shall  be  entitled 
to  nominate  in  writing  a  representative  to  be  a  Governor  and  to 
change  such  nomination  from  time  to  time  by  notice  in  writing  pro 
vided  that  no  such  Corporate  Body,  Society,  or  other  Collective  Body 
shall  have  more  than  one  such  representative  at  any  time. 

All  donors  making  a  personal  gift  of  five  hundred  pounds  and 
upwards  shall  be  Honorary  Vice-Presidents  for  life. 

A  donor  of  one  thousand  pounds  to  the  Infirmary’s  Endowment 
Fund  shall  have  the  right  to  affix  a  name  to  one  of  the  beds  for  adults 
in  perpetuity,  and  a  donor  of  five  hundred  pounds  to  the  same  Fund 
shall  have  the  right  similarly  to  name  a  cot  in  the  Children’s  Ward. 

All  the  annual  subscriptions  are  considered  as  becoming  due  on 
the  first  of  January  in  each  year  at  which  time  the  current  year 

commences.
